1 . The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection of claims 1-9, 14, 
23 and 25, but reversed all rejections against claims 10-13 and 24. Accordingly, claims 1- 
9, 14-23, and 25 have been canceled, and claim 24 has been rewritten in independent 
form by applicant.
